• year in Pennsylvania 209 people were 
reported as injured on the Fourth. 
Of these injuries 135 were by powder 
'and fire-works, 17 by fire arms, zg by- 
cannon. 73 by fire crackers, and 25 
by blank cartridges, but no cases of 
tetanus developed. 


The early sd-ninistration of teta- 


r.us antitoxin following Injuries from. 
fire works or gun shot wounds is 
the only ccnr.in way of preventing 
.leek-jaw and Dr. Dixon has made ar- 
rangements for Its State wide dis- 
tribution. It will be furnished with- 
out cost to the poor. 
i 
Tetanus antitoxin should be ad- 


' ministered within 24 hours after the 
.wounds have been received. Physi- 
cians may secure Irnmunlnzlng doses 
of 1500 units on application to the 


• stations listed if they will certify 
that the same Is for the treatment of 
indigent persons. 
; Statistics which have been collect- 
'ed for the past eight years show that 
blank cartridge wounds are particu- 
larly dangerous as the cause of te- 
tanus. Out of ipSS cases of tetanus 
reported following Fourth of July

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The peach crop in many sections 


of Pennsylvania will be a complete 
failure according to reports that have 
reached the Pcmibyhania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture but from present 
indications the crop for the entire 
State will be about 60 per cent, of a 
normal yield with the fruit belt in 
Adams, Franklin, Fulton, Cumber- 
land and York counties producing 
over seventy per cent, of a normal 
yield. 


The counties where the crop will 


be unusually small are Allegheny, 
Armstrong, Butler, Cambria, Forest, 


j Jefferson. Lackawana, Union, 
War- 


ren and Wyoming. In Fayette, Indi- 
ana, _Somerset 
and 
Westmoreland 


counties there 
are practically no 


peaches. 


Thirtj'-four 
counties report that 


the crop will be better than 
two- 


thirds of a normal yield and many of 
them_are the counties in which peach 
growing has been made- a specialty. 
Reports of a heavy drop have reach- 
ed _the Department, but unless con- 
ditions are unfavorable during the 
remainder of the season about sixt}- 
per cent, of the normal yield is ex- 
pected from the State. 


Present 
indications 
point 
to 
a 


splendid apple crop in Pennsylvania 
and especially in some sections where 
conditions are said to be favorable 
for a much larger yield than last 
year. ^Reports received by the Penn- 
sylvania Department of Agriculture 
indicate_ that the apple crop of the 
Siaie will be about 93 per cent, of a 
normal yield. 


In some counties the predict;on is 


made that there will be as hitch as 
fifteen per cent, more apples '/nan 
normally while in the fruit belt the 
reports indicate a yield of about 85 
per cent, of normal.

On bankrupts and savings banks 
Defoe naturally wrote with feeling 
During his stay in Bristol he was 
known as "the Sunday gentleman" ow 
ing to his natural unwillingness to take 
the air except: on that uar of the vreek 
which deprived bailiffs of their sting.—
